Liquor Comm. 
Grants License 
To Parthenon 


The Liquor Licensing Commission Tuesday 
night issued the first beer and wine license 
available in Agawam since 1988 to The Parthenon 
Restaurant of 1673 Suffield Street. 

In a unanimous 3-0 vote, commissioners 
granted Parthenon Restaurant the same license it 
was given five years ago but was later denied by 
the state Alcoholic Beverages Commission (ABC) 
due to an error made on the state level on the 
number of licenses available in Agawam. 

The granting of the license is subject to ap- 
nigel by the ABC and may take between 30-60

The notice did not list a time or place for this 
“hearing.” The next scheduled negotiations bet- 
ween AEA representatives, School Committee 
members, and state mediators is slated for 
Wednesday, April 28th, at the Junior High School. 

Superintendent of Schools Bernard Ryder, in 
response to this notice, issued the following 
statement to all staff members in the schools con- 
cerning ‘“work-to-rule.”” 

Ryder stated, “In accordance with your job ac- 
tion plans, | expect all staff members to spend 100 
percent of their paid work time in their usual pro- 
fessional manner as each AEA member works 
his/her contracted school day. 

“This means that classroom conversations 
with students will not include negotiation pro- 
blems, opinions, etc. Public property is not to be 
used for any non-educational activities. Obvious- 
ly, copy machines, school supplies, etc., are not 
to be used for work-to-rule activities. 

“Your attention to these standards will assist 
all parties in this matter and will remove the 
potential for any accusations against your 
association (AEA) and its members,” concluded 
Ryder. 

Contract Still Unsigned 

Last Wednesday, April 7th, a bargaining ses- 
sion still left an unsigned contract between the 
AEA and School Committee. This latest round of 
negotiations lasted until nearly midnight. 

n Tuesday night the School Committee held 
its regularly scheduled meeting at the Agawam 
Middle School. And pursuant to Section 41, 
Chapter 71 of the Massachusetts General Laws, 
the committee was obligated (by April 15th) to 
give notice of possible layoffs (for good cause) 
which included student enrollment, limited fun- 
ding, and “the financial restraints faced by the 
school system due to Proposition 2%” to 67 staff

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members. According to this regulation, 20 non- 
tenured teachers and one non-tenured ad- 
ministrator will receive the pink slips on Thurs- 
cay April 15th. 

oreover, 18 teachers with four years tenure, 27 
teachers with five years tenure, and one tenured 
administrator will also receive layoff notices the 
same day. 

Mayor Christopher C. Johnson, chairman of the 
committee, pointed out Tuesday night that if state 
funding to the town budget goes as anticipated, 
the School Department, as has been past prac- 
tice, will rehire these teachers in time for the 
1993-94 school year.

In another related money matter, the School 
Committee held a public hearing Tuesday night 
for the 1994 School Budget. With no public com- 
ment offered, the board voted 6-1 in favor of the 
budget, which came in at $14,614,459, a 4.1 per- 
cent increase over the 1993 Schoo! Budget (in- 
crease of $580,459). 

As he has done throughout the budget process, 
Johnson voted no on the overall school budget. 
Johnson also explained, on the request of 
member Teresa Kozloski, that this budget would 
now come to him for review as Mayor. 

Johnson may increase or decrease the School 
Budget before submitting it to Town Council with 
the 1994 Town Budget. The council can only 
decrease the budget or approve it as recommend- 
ed by the Mayor.

The School Committee also held an executive 
session at the end of Tuesday night’s meeting to 
discuss: contract negotiations as well as 
grievances. The committee released a statement 
Wednesday morning (which is printed in its en- 
tirety as a Guest Editorial in this week’s Advertiser 
News).

___ Difficult Decision For Commission : 
Licensing Chairman Richard A. DiLullo again 
reiterated statements he made to The Advertiser 
News in early March concerning the difficult deci- 
sion facing the commission when deciding who 
would receive the one beer and wine license. 


_“The commission wanted to give away four 
licenses but unfortunately, we only had one. in 
our mind, nothing has changed in the past five 
years concerning The Parthenon. They deserve 
the license, as do the other three restaurants. But 
after careful deliberation, we felt based on all the 
information we had, the right decision was 
made.” 

Commissioners were notified late last summer 
by the ABC that the town did qualify for the 
license that was given to Parthenon Tuesday 
night. Commissioners held a public hearing in 
March on the license and all four restaurants 
stated their respective cases before the three 
member commission. 


This is the sixth annual beer and license in 
Agawam. Parthenon will join Riverside “Amuse- 
ment Park, Jeff Allen’s Restaurant, Christo's 
Restaurant, EB’s Specialty Chicken, and Valenti’s 
as a holder of this type of license. 

According to the criteria established for the 
license, Parthenon may serve beer and wine only 
with meals. 

Working With Rep. Walsh 

DiLullo told us that the commission is currently 
working with State Representative Michael P. 
Walsh on the possibility of drafting legislation to 
issue beer and wine licenses to restaurants who 
presently do not have one. 


“We are not looking to establish more bar- 
rooms or taverns in town but rather take care of 
small restaurants who are well-established and 
respected members of our community,” he said. 

DiLullo said Walsh is currently researching the 
feasiblity of filing such legislation and that many 
details still have to be ironed out.

School Committee Does Not 
Recognize Changing Family

| find it hard to understand why the Agawam 
school board has not recognized the changes tak- 
ing place in today’s “family” environment. 

Regearch estimates that of families with two 
parents, 35% are families with both parents work- 
ing outside of the home. Research also estimates 
that one out of five children are being raised by a 
single parent. The luxury of one parent dropping 
his/her children off and then picking them up after 
school is slowly diminishing. 

Considering these statistics, why doesn’t the 
school board make provisions to assist these 
families by implementing a latch-key program? 

Without the latch-key program, parents are con- 
tinually tasked to find quality supervision before 
and after school. In some cases, parents must 
make arrangements for transportation to and 


_from school. 


A latch-key program can be implemented with 
the help from college students earning degrees in 
the various educational fields. Many of these 
degrees require two practicum courses (assistant 
teachers) in pre-schools, public schools, or 
private schools. 

Public schools are already equipped with the 
necessary facilities, and a weekly tuition fee 
would cover the costs incurred for materials and 
staffing. Cities such as Springfield and Hampden 
have adopted the latch-key program and found it 
rewarding not only for the families, but also for 
the community. 

| hope the Agawam school board will seriously 
consider implementing a latch-key program in the 
next school year.

° Of Agawam's 289 teachers, only 52 — or 18% — received a step raise this year; 
° 68% of Agawam teachers have pursued graduate studies; 151 hold master's degrees or higher; 
e Teachers have spent more than $30,000 out-of-pocket this year for: materials, incentives, curriculum enhancements, stars, seals, stickers, etc.; 

e Health insurance premiums (teachers pay half) for teachers with families rose by an amount equal to almost 2% of pay. Prescription prices have doubled; 

¢ With inflation above 3%, and an additional 2% of pay going to insurance, teachers have already lost 5% of the purchasing power we had a year ago; 

° To reach the average salary level in Agawam, teachers must have at least 12 years experience and graduate studies.

Important Fire Safety Tips For Residents 
‘In Their ‘‘Manufactured Homes’’ 
by Fire Chief Rusty Jenks 


It is estimated that over 32,000 manufactured 
home fires occur each year. They cause 520 
deaths, 1,000 injuries, and over $180,000 in direct 
property loss. Fire deaths in manufactured homes 
occur at twice the rate of fire deaths in houses. 
Victims in manufactured homes are more likely to 
be trapped by fire than those in houses. 

If you live in a manufactured home, fire is pro- 
bably the greatest single threat to you and your 
family. Studies have shown that a fire is most like- 
ly to start in the kitchen, followed closely by the 
living room, bedroomm, and utility room. 

The following gutdelines will help you prevent a 
fire in your home: 

e Install and maintain smoke detectors outside 
bedroom areas. Test your detectors at least once 
a month and change batteries annually. If you 
have smoke detectors that are connected to your 
electrical system, consider having battery detec- 
tors as a back up in case of fire in the electrical 
system. 

e Have an ABC/multi-purpose fire extinguisher 
on hand and learn how to use it. But, remember, 
fire extinguishers are small and should be used to 
fight small fires, after everyone has gotten out 
and the fire department has been called. 

e Plan and discuss with your family what to do 
in case of fire. If you have quick-exit windows, 
make sure you know how to operate them. If not,

have something available to break out the window 
if necessary. 

e Have your heating system checked by a pro- 
fessional at least once a year. Keep areas around 
furnaces/heaters free of dust and other combusti- 
ble materials. 

e All appliances should be in good working 
order. Replace worn or frayed electrical cords. 

e Electrical circuits should not be overloaded. 
Before installing a major appliance that wasn’t 
part of your original equipment, check the ade- 
quacy of the wiring. — 

e When using extension cords, make sure they 
don’t run under rugs or carpet. g 

© Cooking should not be left unattended. If a 
fire occurs on the stove, put a lid on it, or use bak- 
ing soda or a fire extinguisher. 

e Keep kitchen appliances clean and free of 
grease build-up. 

e Make sure your lot is clearly marked so that 
emergency vehicles can find you quickly. 

e Post emergency numbers on your phone anda 
neighbor's phone.

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Melconian Again Says 
Children & Families 
Top Her Agenda 


Senator Linda J. Melconian (D-Springfield) has 
announced her continued pledge to the children, 
youth, and families in the Commonwealth during 
the Fiscal Year 1994 budget deliberations. 

“1 have long been an advocate to improve the 
life conditions of children and youth. My purpose 
is to focus the attention of the legislature and the 
public on children’s needs, the nature and extent 
of their problems, and collaboratively, seek ways 
in which to solve them.” 

Melconian has sponsored and co-sponsored 
numerous bills devised to secure the fullest 
measure of services and rights to which children 
are entitled. One such bill that Senator Melconian 
pushed through the legislature established the 
Children’s Trust Fund, a funding mechanism 
which financially assists organizations that pro- 
vide programs to prevent child abuse before it oc- 
curs. Programs provide education, self-help 
assistance, and a network of available resources 
in which to turn when families are in crisis. 

Melconian has also been a supporter of the 
“Our Babies, Our Future” program in Springfield, 
which was instituted to prevent babies of low 
birth weight by implementing a health awareness 
plan for at-risk pregnant mothers. Based on 
statistics of births throughout the Com- 
monwealth, Springfield had a disproportionate 
number of cases of low-birth weight babies. 

Senator Melconian contended, “The success of 
this program is, indeed, immeasurable. The work 
that has been done has saved many young lives. ! 
pledge to do everything possible to safeguard 
those funds at the state level, and ensure that the 
battle for healthy babies continues to be ag- 
gressively waged.” 

Other programs Melconian has fought for dur- 
ing the past several budget deliberations include 
“Healthy Start,” an early intervention program for 
Children up to three years old; the Children’s Ad- 
vocacy Network, a statewide coalition of 
organizations, agencies, and individuals to im- 
prove services for children; and numerous in- 
itiatives for day care, education, child 
homelessness, and child welfare. 

Melconian is also a supporter of the 
Massachusetts Legislative Children’s Caucus, a 
committee set up to address the critical issues of 
quality, affordability, accessibility, parent choice, 
stability, and a coordinated system of care. 

Senator Melconian co-sponsored several child- 
related bills which were signed into law in 1992. 
Some of these initiatives included stricter punish- 
ment for those who knowingly file a false report of 
child abuse; dispensing with required consent 
with regard to the care and protection of at-risk 
children; and an act improving the administration 
and management of the judicial system for 
minors. 

Melconian concluded, “Children are dependent 
on adult society to meet their most basic needs 
so they can survive, thrive, and grow into self- 
sufficient adults and responsible citizens. 

“To do this, they need to be made to feel safe 
and value, with equal opportunity for each child to 
develop to his or her fullest potential. This is the 
legacy we leave to our children—they are our 
greatest investment, our finest resource.”

Residential real estate generally remains a 
strong investment, despite current economic con- 
ditions.

The numbers can no longer be ignored. One out 
of five people between the ages of 65-75 will be 
confined to a nursing home during their lives; 75 
and beyond, it’s one out of two. The cost is on an 
average, over $30,000 a year.

Making Sense Of The 
Economic Indicators 


An avalanche of economic numbers regularly 
bury investors each week in newspaper stories, 
magazines articles, and television reports. 

Some of those numbers don’t have much mean- 
ing for most individuals, but others can help in- 
vestors make better decisions about investment 
choices and strategies. 

The most important economic indicators usual- 
ly come from the government, which monitors 
consumer spending, the gross national product, 
the money supply, and employment figures. Other 
important numbers come from the marketplace, 
such as the Dow Jones Industrial Average. 


Economists rely on the numbers to make short- 
term predictions about the economy, and in- 
vestors can do the same. But that means tracking 
numbers each month or quarter as they come out 
to monitor trends in each area. The following in- 
dicators may be worth es 

Consumer Price Index (CPI): This is one of the 
most well-known and well-publicized numbers 
because it is an indicator of inflation, and infla- 
tion affects interest rates which (in turn) affect the 
bond and stock markets. The CPI is the measure 


of change in consumer prices. It measures hous- 
ing costs, food, transportation, and energy costs 
angina be calculated monthly, quarterly, and an- 
nually. 

Unemployment Rate: This is another well- 
known number because it can help predict con- 
sumer spending, ultimately affecting corporate 
profits and, again, the stock and bond markets. 
The rate is also used by economists to track the 
overall economy and the prospects for recovery or 
pocassten: The number is calculated on a monthly 

asis. 


Three-Month Treasury Bill Rates: This shows 
the amount of interest paid to buyers of T-bills, 
and it helps investors and economists gauge the 
direction of interest rates. The Federal Reserve 
has a direct impact on the T-bill rate. 

During a recession like the one we have been 
going through, the Fed usually pumps an increas- 
ed amount of currency into the system, and that 
lowers the interest rate on T-bills. Lower interest 
tates make it easier for businesses to borrow 
money and expand. The reverse would be true in 
an Gvertigatiig economy or one that is growing 
too fast. 


Gross Domestic Product: This is the total value 
of all goods and services produced in the U.S. It is 
calculated both monthly and annually and is the 
primary indicator of the economy. Two con- 
secutive quarters (six months) of declining GNP 
usually signal that a recession in under way. 

Money Supply: This is expressed as M1, M2, or 
M8. The first two are the most important, showing 
the money held by the public, along with the 
balances in money market funds, checking ac- 
counts, NOW accounts, and others. M2 is made 
up of M1, plus repurchase agreements and time 
deposits of more than $100,000. These numbers 
influence actions by the Federal Reserve.

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Safety Helmets Are 
A Must For Kids 


Now that the warmer weather has arrived and 
the snow has finally melted from this year’s long 
winter, youngsters who received bicycles during 
the holiday season will be anxious to test out their 
new wheels. 

There may be an important part missing to their 
bicycles, however, if parents have not bought 
their youngsters a safety helmet, warns Shirley 
LaRoche, R.N., coordinator, Western 
Massachusetts Safe Kids Coalition based at 
Baystate Medical Center Children’s Hospital. 

“Insist that your child wear a bike helmet for 
safety at all times,” LaRoche said. Each year, 400 
kids die of bike-related injuries; 85% of these 
youngsters sustain head injuries. 

“Head injuries are the most common type of 
bike-related injury and kids between six to 12 
years are most at risk,’’ said LaRoche. ‘‘Helmets 
can help to reduce their risk of permanent brain 
damamge.” 

When buying a helmet, be sure it has the stamp 
of approval of Snell Memorial Foundation or of 
the American National Standards Institute (ANSI). 

Many bicyclists are also in danger of injury 
because of their exposure to motor vehicles. Both 
children and adults should remember these im- 
portant bike riding rules whenever they venture 
out onto the streets: 

* Look and yield to cars before entering the 
Street. 

* Ride on the right side of the road with the 
direction of the traffic. 

* Look behind and yield to overtaking traffic 
before turning. 

* Obey all signals and signs, especially at in- 
tersections. : 

* Use hand signals to indicate your intentions 
to pedestrians, other bicyclists and to those in 
cars. 

* Never ride your bicycle while wearing audio 
headphones. 

* When out in groups, ride single file.

Bruce Willis plays hard-luck cop John McClane, 
whose luck gets even harder in Die Hard. Ter- 
rorists seize a skyscraper in Los Angeles in an ef- 
fort to pull off a major heist operation. 

While hostages are being taken, McClane 
slithers away unnoticed. The film revolves around 
McClane’s relentless intimidation of the ter- 
rorists, especially their treacherous leader Hans 
Gruber (played by Alan Rickman). 

Die Hard is characteristic of the true action film 
genre in that it provides the essential action film 
qualities. These qualities are: an idolic hero, a for- 
midable villain, and hazardous situations resul- 
ting from the struggle between good and evil. This 
inclusion—in partnership with a quality script, 
realistic setting, and genuine character develop- 
ment—makes for an action film with high produc- 
tion values. 

Die Hard blatantly displays all of these at- 
tributes and even adds a little more in terms of 
character development emphasis (sadly missed in 
most modern films of the action genre). This em- 
phasis results in forcefully grabbing hold of the 
viewer. Fortunately, the tight grip of Die Hard 
doesn’t subside until the end. 

Of equal importance is the exceptional acting 
in Die Hard. Willis’ superb portrayal of the film’s 
hero is reminiscent of the successful technique 
used by Harrison Ford in his memorable perfor- 
mance as Indiana Jones from the Indiana Jones 
trilogy (another outstanding action film series). 

McClane is good at what he does but is 
vulnerable to pain and injury as was Indiana 
Jones. Furthermore, much of McClane’s appeal 
results from his sense of humor. The perfect in- 
sertion of his wisecracks and overall “wiseguy’ 
innuendo provides the much-needed comic relief 
in Die Hard, much like the way Indiana Jones’ wit 
did. 

Also not to be ignored is the succulent and con- 
niving portrayal of Gruber by Rickman, and Bon- 
nie Bedelia’s sensitive portrayal of McClane’s vic- 
timized wife, Holly. : : : 

Die Hard typifies a quality action film that has 
enough addictive excitement to leave you begg- 
ing for more.

This 
time, McClane gets involved with terrorists who 
hold Dulles Airport in Washington, D.C., at bay in 
the hopes of rescuing an extradited drug lord. 

As expected, our die-hard hero (no pun intend- 
ed!) lets his curiosity get the best of him when he 
begins to see suspicious activity going on in the 
airport. Simply there to meet his wife Holly (again 
played by Bonnie Bedelia) when her flight comes 
in, McClane winds up in more jeopardy as he in- 
vestigates the terrorists. 

Die Hard 2—Die Harder achieves its originality 
and individuality in regards to Die Hard for a cou- 
ple of reasons. The first is the clever inclusion of 
interesting subplots. 

For instance, in Die Hard McClane contended 
with terrorists unabridged. In Die Hard 2—Die 
Harder, airport security officials fail to heed his

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warnings of danger until it’s too late. Their un- 
cooperative attitude towards McClane’s right- 
eous plan to thwart the terrorists not only pro- 
duces one of the film’s prevalent conflicts, but 
also enables the plot to thicken as the terrorists 
continue their scheme without impediments. 

The second reason that this film is a successful 
sequel is because the presentation of scenes, and 
their specific ordering, frequently provide some 
enjoyable but unexpected shocks. There are a few 
times in Die Hard 2—Die Harder where these 
shocks are immediately followed by intense ac- 
tion sequences that keep the viewer on-edge and 
tense. This formula certainly was not as 
meticulously utilized in Die Hard. 

Through Willis’ portrayal of McClane in this 
film, we are pleased to discover that time hasn't 
altered the unsung hero. The excitement and 
adventure he hooked us on in Die Hard returns 
with Die Hard 2—Die Harder.

Denzel! Washington stars as Nick Styles, a cop 
whose life takes a seemingly positive turn when 
he arrests a wanted killer. After the deranged 
killer is imprisoned, Styles becomes the subject 
of a media blitz. His applauded apprehension of 
the killer makes him become a prominent and im- 
portant media idol. This occurrence enrages the 
killer, who insanely plans for the demise of Styles 
from his jail cell. 

John Lithgow, like you’ve never seen him 
before, plays Blake, the vengeance-obsessed 
killer. Lithgow delivers a spine-tingling perfor- 
mance that in itself makes Ricochet worth wat- 
ching. It is primarily due to Lithgow’s numbing 
portrayal that the viewer becomes emotionally 
engrossed in this film. The viewer watches the 
madman plan Styles’ fate and one can’t help but 
feel intense fear for Styles. 

Ricochet combines the genre of action film with 
the genre of psychological thriller. This combusti- 
ble combination explodes into what ultimately 
proves to be a surprisingly good movie. 

Also worth noticing is the commendable 
photography in Ricochet.

Back To The Barbie 


It looks like spring might finally be here, and if 
there’s one thing !’m looking forward to, it’s trying 
some new recipes for grilled foods. Although out- 
door grilling is usually associated with the sum- 
mer months, it’s something that can really be 
done year-round. My husband can attest to that, 
as he’s the designated snow chef. He puts up with 
a lot, but at least he eats well. 

Jamaican Jerk barbeque is one technique for a 
spicy, distinctive tasting barbeque. There is no 
clear explanation as to how the term Jerk (in rela- 
tion to barbeque, that is) originated, but one 
theory is that it derived its name from the frequent 
turning of food (“jerking”) during the cooking pro- 
cess. 

The following recipe for Authentic Jamaican 
Jerk Chicken from Jerk: Barbeque from Jamaica by 
Helen Willinsky calls for the application of a 
marinade (also called a mop) before and during 
the cooking process. The addition of dry spices to 
meat before cooking is referred to as a rub. Barbe- 
que terminology 101. 


} 
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AUTHENTIC JAMAICAN JERK CHICKEN 
(Serves 6) 

2 chickens (approximately 3/2 pounds each) cut 

into serving pieces 

1% cups Jerk Marinade (recipe follows) 

Rub the chicken with the, marinade and 
marinate in the refrigerator for at least 4 hours. 

For authentic flavor, build a fire in the grill with 
a combination ot coals and allspice (pimento) 
wood. If you don’t have allspice wood, substitute 
apple wood or hickory, or build a fire with char- 
coal. 

Place the chicken pieces on the grill over white 
hot coals, skin side down. This will grease the grill 
and prevent the chicken from sticking. 

Baste frequently and turn the chicken every 10 
minutes or so. Over aslow fire, which is preferred, 
the chicken will cook in approximately 1% to 2 
hours. Over a hotter grill, the chicken will take 30 
to 40 minutes. 

The chicken is: done when the flesh feels firm 
and the juices run clear when the meat is pricked 


with a fork. JERK MARINADE 
(Makes about 112 cups) 

1 onion, finely chopped 

2 cup finely chopped scallion 

2 teaspoons fresh thyme leaves 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 teaspoons sugar 

1 teaspoon Jamaican pimento (allspice) 

Y2 teaspoon ground nutmeg 

Ye teaspoon ground cinnamon 

1-hot pepper, finely ground 

1 teaspoon ground black pepper 

3 tablespoons soy sauce 

1 tablespoon cooking oil 

1 tablespoon cider or white vinegar

Mix together all ingredients. A food processor 
fitted with a steel blade is ideal for chopping and 
combining. This will provide an excellent 
marinade for chicken, beef, or pork. Store leftover 
marinade in the refrigerator in a tightly closed jar 
for about 1 month. 

The flavor of the marinade may strike you as a 
little harsh when you first mix it, but the flavors 
will all blend and mellow as the meat cooks. 

To increase the heat of this rather mild 
marinade, add hot pepper sauce. If you want less 
heat, remove the seeds and membranes contain- 
ing the seeds from the peppers before grinding 
them. ERK EE 

In recent year, there’s been some controversy 
about the safety of consuming grilled foods, the 
theory being that fat dripping off meats onto hot 
coals creates a smoke that may contain car- 
cinogens. 

After this tidbit hit the news, | retired my little 
bargeque to the garage and used it to collect junk. 
Since then, grilled foods have come very much in- 
to vogue in even the best of restaurants. | don’t 
know quite what to make of it, but by the time | 
decided to jump back on the bandwagon, it was 
too late. 

The years of serving as the -garage junk 
depository took its toll in that the barbeque 
developed a pronounced 30 degree, uncorrectable 
and really annoying tilt for the worst. Last year, 
however, my husband arrived with a wonderful 
gas grill that he put outside where we can’t pile 
things on top of it. 

Just to be prudent, please avoid cooking meats 
at high temperatures. Hamburgers and the like 
will not be enhanced much by engulfment in 
flames or by the resultant coating of soot to dirty 
up the hamburger bun. 

GRILLED SPARERIBS WITH 
BIRMINGHAM BARBEQUE SAUCE 
(Serves 6) 

5 to 6 pounds pork spareribs 
3 tablespoons peanut oil 

2 garlic cloves, minced 

1 medium onion, minced 

?/, cup tomato catsup 

Y2 cup cider vinegar 

Ya cup Worcestershire sauce 
2 tablespoons fresh lemon juice 
2 teaspoons dry mustard 

1 teaspoon ground ginger 
1% teaspoons sait 

Ye cup honey 

2 tablespoons brown sugar 

Trim the ribs, including fat and membrane, leav- 
ing the rack of ribs whole and at room 
temperature. 

Combine all other ingredients except the honey 
and brown sugar. Lay ribs flat in a glass or 
ceramic dish and pour marinade over them. Allow 
to marinate at least 4 hours; better still, 
refrigerate overnight to gain maximum flavor. Br- 
ing to room temperature before grilling. 

Remove ribs from marinade. Scrape marinate

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from ribs with a rubber spatula and reserve. Grill 
ribs over a slow fire for about 40 minutes, turning 
frequently; fire should not flare up and burn them. 

Place reserved marinade in a saucepan and add 
Sugar and honey. Heat only until the sugar is 
dissolved. Brush on ribs and continue grilling 
about 20 minutes more, basting as often as 
necessary to keep ribs moist. 

Slice ribs just before serving. To serve, put 2:to 
3 tablespoons of sauce on a plate and lay 2 or 3 
ribs on top.

(Serves 4) 
1% pounds sea scallops 
2/; cup soy sauce

Y2 cup peanut oi 
Y2 cup finely chopped scallions 
Ye teaspoon freshly ground pepper

Place the scallops in a large bowl. Combine the 
soy sauce, lime peel, lime juice, garlic, mustard, 
peanut oil, scallions, and pepper in a separate 
bowl.

Cook the snow peas in boiling water 1 minutes. 
Rinse under cold running water. Drain; pat dry 
with paper towels. " 

-Divide the scallops into 4 equal portions. Ar- 
range on skewers, alternating with snow peas. 
Brush lightly with marinade. 


If using presoaked wood chips or other flavor- 
ings, sprinkle them over the hot coals or lava 
rocks. Brush the grid lightly with vegetable oil. 

Grill the scallop kebobs over hot or high heat; 
basting often with marinade, 3 minutes per side 
for a total of 12 minutes.

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Congressman Richard Neal Brings 
Federal Govt. To Jr. High Students

Congressman Richard Neal (D) visited the com- 
munity to speak with 350 students in the Agawam 
ieee High School auditorium on Monday, April 

Principal Kevin Littlefield greeted Neal and aide 
Kevin Kennedy as they entered the school. He 
said, “Social studies coordinator William Quinn 
organized this presentation for the eighth grade 
students. They are presently taking us. history.” 

Neal began his lecture by telling students, “I 
take a lot of pride in the fact that 15 years ago, | 
was standing in ahigh school classroom teaching 
American history and government. | have always 
thought that one of the best assets | had in my 
political campaigns was the ability to stand in 
tront of a microphone and defend myself and my 
ideas. | credit much of that ability from the years | 
had as a teacher.” 

While mayor of Springfield, Neal visited 32,000 
students and 3,000 teachers in the city’s school 
system. “It took two years, but | did it,” he said. 

Neal said that his job had “enlarged” now with 
39 cities and towns to represent in the Second 
Congressional District. He explained how the 
founders of the American Constitution wanted to 
insure the interests of the smaller states (with 
less population) against larger ones with a fair 
representation in each district of each state. 

He told students that this great compromise in- 
cluded “the notion that the House of Represen- 
tatives, in which | serve, would be based on 
population (of each state), and the Senate would 
a oo upon equality (two Senators from each 
state).” . 

He added, “In Massachusetts, we have six- 
million people and 10 Congressmen, representing 
about 600,000 people for each district.” 

Serving The Needs Of His Constituents 

Neal said Agawam was probably the fifth- or 
sixth-largest community in his district. He told 
students he usually took “The Red Eye Special” 

to Washington, D.C. every Tuesday to work on 
legislation, and tried to balance all of the com- 
peting interests to represent and visit the people 
in his district to get their opinions. 

A member fo the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, Neal said, “It is an exciting time to be in 
Washington. We have a new President ... and | 
hope to put some of the gridlock of the past two 
years behind us and get on with the legislation.” 

Students then asked questions, and Neal 
responded to the first on his term length, saying 
each term for him was two years and six years for 
senators. He added that one of the most con-

troversial topics today was on term limits. 

“Pye always been against the idea of term 
limits. Silvio Conte and Edward Boland (former 
Congressmen) each served this area for over 30 
years,” Neal said. 

The next student asked what problems he was 
working on in Washington, and Neal said, “The 
most immediate challenge we have is to get peo- 
ple back to work. And, that is why | support lin- 
ton’s Economic Stimulus Package.” 

He talked about investing in airways, bridges, 
railroads, and highways to increase productivity, 
and proteedng students with innoculations and 
project Head Start in U.S. schools. 

In response to a lengthy statement asking how 
the United States deals with hardships created 
when other countries lose Communism and 
become democratic, Neal summarized that the 
American style of demacracy and free choice in 
the marketplace would help to make those coun- 
tries good economic allies. 

Neal defended his salary of $130,000 by asking 
students to “measure our salaries against 
something most people don’t have—and that’s 
two homes.” He explained that because he 
travelled weekly to Washington, he had to main- 
tain an efficiency apartment there ($650 to $850 
per month), and that “taxpayers do not pay for 
that obligation.” 

Defending America’s concerns about other 
countries, Neal asked, “Would you want a nation 
that was hostile to America’s interests in Canada 
or Mexico?” 

He added, ‘‘When evil is on the march, it has to 
be confronted because if you don’t fight it there, 
you will have to fight it here.” 


Neal’s Roots In Politics 

Neal shared that he decided to become a U.S. 
Congressman because he has “wanted to serve” 
since a young age and was “always campaigning 
for somebody.” 

He noted, “l-have worked’seven days and nights 
of sacrifice for 20 years. | don’t think anyone has 
welked harder to get here than me. | wanted it very 

adly.” 

Another question, “Why doesn’t anyone help us 
with our economic debt when we help others?”, 
was an opportunity for Neal to discuss history. He 
said that vounene father Alexander Hamilton, as 
the first to establish the U.S. Treasury, suggested 
that debt was not such a bad thing and spoke 
about investing in real estate to get back returns 
on our investments.

Our sense of Capitalism is'what makes our 
economy so much larger than the rest of the 
world. Think of it as an investment,” said Neal. 

Students also asked questions regarding’ ap- 
pointments to military academies (one oi the 
nicest things Neal said he was able to make 
recommendations for), and legalizing marijuana 
(which we was against).

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Child Abuse Message . 
Brought To Robinson 
By CAPP Members

April is recognized nationally as Child Abuse 
Prevention Month, and last week the CAPP (Child 
Assault Prevention Program) was presented at 
Robinson Park Elementary School. 

Robinson Park was the final elementary school 
to participate in this year's Agawam program. All 
students in kindergarten, first, and third grades 
have met CAPP people within their classes. The 
volunteers perform a series of role plays that 
be a students how to keep themselves from 

arm. 

Grades two and four watched a video to remind 
them about what they have learned from the 
CAPP presentation in the prior grades. 

The CAPP philosophy centers around three 
basic rights that each child has and offers sug- 
gestions to aggressively protect those rights 
when in danger. : 

The primary facilitator in the classroom in- 
troduces children to the CAPP rights of ‘safe, 
strong, and free,” and then presents two role 
models to do several plays. One play deals with a 
young child’s confrontation with a bully. The next 
deals with a stranger, and the last series of role 
plays deals with adults children may know. 

Discussing Ways To Keep Safe 

After each play, students discuss ways to keep 
themselves safe by learning to be forceful when 
saying ‘‘no,” as well as asking friends to help 
them fee! stronger. Students also learn a special 
yell that alerts adults to trouble. 

Children also learn the importance of getting 
away from uncomfortable situations and then tell- 
ing a trusted adult about the experience for sup- 
port and assistance. 

CAPP has been a successful volunteer compo- 
nent of the elementary school curriculum for the 
past several years. Many PTO members, nurses, 
and concerned citizens have received training to 
positively impact children with ways to protect 
themselves.

Set By School Dept. 


The Agawam Public Schools will be conducting 
registration and screening of children entering 
kindergarten in September 1993.

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Game Winning RBI & The Red Sox Bats

Several years ago, major league baseball did 
away with a statistic called Game Winning RBI. It 
really didn’t serve a purpose according to the 
newfangled statisticians and game overseers, 
and it was abandoned. 

By definition, Game Winning Run Batted In was 
very simple to calculate. If you knocked in a run 
that put your team ahead “for good” in a par- 
ticular ballgame, you were credited with the 
Game Winning ribbie. 

The opponents of the stat claimed that an early 
inning groundout could serve as the Game Winn- 
ing RBI in a 15-0 ballgame. This was true. Often 
the number three or number four hitter got that 
RBI in the very first inning. 

They would point to the fact that the other team 
would play their infield “back” on a second and 
third situation with just one out—in essence con- 
ceding the run. | agree that this was often the 
case, but | still saw a lot of validity in the statistic 
then and still see it clearly today. 

Several years ago, Mike Greenwell was one of 
the finest young hitting prospects in baseball. He 
hit third in a hard-hitting Red Sox lineup and 
seemed to chip in with timely hits all season long. 
One season, he had 24 Game Winning RBI. 

In a lineup that sports nine guys daily who 
could get that base hit, and a roster that had bet- 
ween 15 and 25 (or more) people with a chance to 
drive in that big go-ahead run, Greenwell gave the 
Red Sox the “game winner’ 24 times in a season 
that saw them win 95 ballgames. That’s more than 
25 percent. Don’t you think that’s a rather telling 
stat? | do. 

This season, the Sox got off to a fast 3-0 start. 
In Kansas City, of all places. Nobody wanted to 
pinch themselves and nobody wanted to believe 
that baseball might still somehow be fun this 
season. How could that be? There are bartenders 
in this area convinced that this club can’t win 50 
games. 

It certainly can be possible that the Red Sox 
really did miss the clutch production of Greenwell 
and Carlos Quintana when they were shelved for 
the bulk of last season with injuries. This club 
wound up in the basement a year ago with 1-2 pit- 
chers named Clemens and Viola. 

In that 3-0 start, Mike Greenwell drove in the 
now-defunct Game Winner in each of those 
games. Let’s take a peek... 

Boston’s First Game Vs. KC 

In game one, the Sox trailed it 1-0 to a pitcher 
(Kevin Appier) who has made the free swinging 
club look awful in the past. He had them shut 
down without a hit for four innings, and they ap- 


, peared to be in major trouble. 


Clemens was pitching in and out of trouble and 
his pitch count was on the rise. Nobody had much 
faith in the bullpen for Boston, and the day was 
getting late. 

Then, without any warning, Kevin McReynolds 
decided to watch fleet-footed centerfielder Brian 
McRae run down a two-out fly ball by Luis Rivera. 


It fell 15 steps from McReynolds (who plays left . 


field) and McRae never quite got to it. 

Two batters later, Greenwell was at-bat with the 
sacks full and two outs. He got a pitch up and in 
and jacked it on one high hop off the right center- 
field fence for a three-run triple. Even the most 
staunch opponent of the Game Winning RBI 
couldn't take a bases-clearing triple away from 
Greenie in a 3-1 win. 

Two days later in game two, the Sox again trail- 
ed it 1-0 against possible Cy Young candidate 
David Cone. Andre Dawson got a big two-out 
single to left to drive home arun in the fourth inn- 
ing and tie the game at 1-1. 

In the next inning, Greenwell came to bat witha 
runner on third and one out. Hal McRae decided 
to play the infield back rather than to have 
Greenwell single through the drawn-in fielders 
and perhaps make for a big inning. The Gator pro- 
ceeded to hit a high bounder to short that drove in 
the run, and the Sox led 2-1.

Difficult Opener For

It is the same line of thinking about winning 
games in April or September.

New Fees For Licenses 
In New York State 


The New York State conservation fund advisory 
council is recommending a nonresident license 
fee increase for the 1993 legislation that com- 
plements the increased resident license fees that 
were legislated in 1991. Hold your breath, here it 
s!! 

1) Establishing a nonresident combination 
license with a fee of $225, valid for fishing and 
small game hunting, and for deer hunting with the 
same privileges as the separate big game hun- 
ting, bowhunting, and muzzleloading licenses for 
nonresidents. 

2) Increase the nonresident five-day fishing 
license fee from $16 to $20. 

3) Increase the nonresident fishing license fee 
from $28 to $35. 

4) Increase the nonresident hunting license fee 
from $41 to $50, and change the name to nonresi- 
dent small game hunting license. 

5) Eliminate the nonresident five-day hunting 
license. 

6) Establish a nonresident turkey permit with a 
fee of $25, valid only when used with a nonresi- 
dent small game hunting license (total cost - $75 
to hunt a turkey). 

7) Increase the nonresident big game license 
fee from $81 to $100 and change the name to 


nonresident big game hunting license, valid only ° 


for white-tailed deer during the regular season. 

8) Establish a nonresident bear tag with a fee of 
$25, valid only when used with a nonresident com- 
bination license, nonresident big game hunting 
license, nonresident bowhunting license, or 
nonresident muzzleloading license. 

9) Establish a nonresident bowhunting license 
with a fee of $100, valid only for white-tailed deer 
during the archery and regular seasons. 

10) Establish a nonresident muzzleloading 
license with a fee of $75, valid only for white-tailed 
deer during the muzzleloading and regular 
seasons. 

11) Establish availability of the Junior Archery 
License to nonresidents at the same $9 fee that’s 
charged to residents. 

Nonresident sportsmen who choose ‘to _pur- 
chase a nonresident big game license ($225), a 
nonresident bowhunting license, and a nonresi- 
dent muzzleloading license may take a deer on 
each of those licenses during the respective 
regular, archery, and muzzleloading seasons. This 
new opportunity to take three deer means that the 
special second deer permit is no longer necessary 
for nonresidents. 

It will be interesting to see how much of this 
proposal goes through the legislature without 
amendments. If this goes through, | know of five 
ardent bowhunters who are talking of going to 
other states for their deer vacation after they have 
hunted in New York State for many years. 

It costs $400 to $500 a week just for accom- 
modations, food, and gas, and add another $100 
for a bow license. The depressed sportsmen will 
certainly moan, “No deer is worth that much 
money.” 

Fishing Fever 

The trout anglers are watching the rivers and 
hoping that the rain will cease so the water 
recedes and the trout fishing will commence. Sam 
Provo tried to get me going recently by telling me 
that the Farmington River was recently stocked; if 
it was, Sam better get a boat and fish the im- 
poundment in Connecticut, for that is where all 
the stocked trout are going to end up with this 
high water. 

A few years ago while fishing the Farmington 
River in Otis, | spied a familiar back downstream. 
It was Sam Provo, then a working lieutenant for 
the Agawam Fire Department (he has since 
retired).
